1. The provisional rejection of Claims 1, 2 and 4-6 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 33-42 of copending 
Application No. 09/373,033 is moot because the copending application has been abandoned. 



2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this. action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by either 
Lindenbaum (US 5,461,030) or Hinson (US 5,145,679). 

Lindenbaum teaches topical wound healing compositions containing insulin. See 
Abstract; col. 4, line 18. 

Hinson teaches topical emollient for prevention and treatment of circulatory induces 
lesions comprising insulin. See Abstract; col. 1, lines 13-30, 49-67; col. 2, lines 1-14; 
Examples; Claims. 

Thus, either Lindenbaum or Hinson teach each and every limitation of Claims 1, 2, 5 

and 6. 

4. Claims 4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Rakitskaya 
et al. (RU 2078561, Abstract) or under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as bemg anticipated by Goudzenko et
